Paris, June 4.—A Tvould-be assas- 
nt standing within three feet 
of 


President Falliers of France today, 
fired two shots into Major 
Alfred 


Dreyfus, the world tamous military 
martyr, and he was j/ainifullv but not 
fatally injured. 


A more serious result of the shoot 


ing, however, lies in the fact that as 
a result of it, the smouldering Semite 
question has aga'ln Wurst into flame 
and the trouible threatens to spread 
all over France. 


The attempt to kill Dreyfus 
was 


made today near the close of a cere- 
mony attending the transfer of the 
body of Emile 
Zola,, the 
famous 


French author, from the Mont-Mar- 
ire cemeterv to the Pantheon. 


President Falliers, closely followed 


by Major Dreyfus, and Minister Dou- 
rnergue, started down the steps of 
the Pantheon to review the parade of 
soldiers and as they^passed the press 
table, M. Gregori, military editor oi 
Lagaulois quit the crowd and step- 
ping 
up to Drejfus, wtuipped a re- 


volver from his coat pocket and cry- 
ing, ''Here's for the parade," 
fired 


twice point blank at the major. Both 
balls took effect in Dreyfu=' 
ri^ht 


arm, which hung helpless at his side, 
with blood dripping from it. 


Gregori turned and darted into the 


crowd but had only gone a feiw feet 
when M Mouquin head at the munici- 
pal police pounced uipow him 
In th» 


melee following Oregon's attempt at 
escape the wouJd-be assassin receives 
a slight sabre cut at the hands of one 
of the gendarmes and when office*, 
attempted to lead him away he was 
pounced upon and badly beaten 
up 


by the crowd "before the gendarmes 
were ajble to lodge him in the police 
station. 


Early in the daj the police began 


making arrests. Bv t he time Presi- 
dent Falliers arrived and entered the 
building, the arrests had reached 
hundreds. 


"I fired not at Dreyfus, but 
at 


Dreyfusism," <3a,d Gregori. "It was 
•evoltiing to me to see the nolble armv, 
of France mixing in affairs of tlvs 
sort which at best corcerns on<ly the 
government and 
the Dreyfus fam- 
ly."

SPEECH ON GRANT 


Columbus, June 4.—Columbus vet- 


erans are wholly at a loss to under- 
stand why Secretary Taft went so far 
out of his way as to attack the mem- 
ory ot Gne'-al U. S. Grant, especially 
in a speech delivered at the tomb of 
the great general. The soldiers loved 
their old commander and revere his 
memorjt.

dress, t^at there is a disposition to 
tieat it less charitably than if it had 
been made in a casual conversation by 
some one who did not have the facts 
available.
